Nixon May Make

WASHINGTON (AP) — If 


history is any guide, President 
Nixon's history-making journey 
to Peking will take place within 
the next six weeks. 


The White House announced 


Thursday that Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger,*the chief executive's 
foreign policy aide, will leave 
here Saturday on a 10-day 
mission 
to mainland 
China 


during which he and govern- 
ment specialists will make final 
preparations for the Nixon visit. 


In the past, advance trips of 


this 
type 
normally 
have 


preceded presidential journeys 
by, at most, a few weeks. 


Nixon must be in Washington 


in early November to greet 
India's prime minister, Indira 
Ghandi. He also has a Nov. 9 
commitment to attend one of 
nearly two dozen Republican 
fund-raising dinners to be held 
around the country. 


As of now, Nixon's public 


schedule after Nov. 9 is blank. 
Precedents would point strongly 
toward a China visit later next 
month. However, no American 
president ever has gone to the 
Chinese mainland and, after 
nearly a quarter century of only 
roundabout contact between the 
two countries, past practices 
might prove deceiving in this 
case. 


Kissinger is due back in the 


United States about Oct. 25 and 
has said an announcement of 
dates for the Nixon trip will 
follow soon hereafter.

Nixon May Make 
History-Making Trip 
In The Near Future 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If 
history is any guide, President 
Nixon’s history-making journey 
to Peking will take place within 
the next six weeks. 
The White House announced 
Thursday that Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger,*the chief executive’s 
foreign policy aide, will leave 
here Saturday on a 10-day 
mission 
to 
mainland China 
during which he and govern­ 
ment specialists will make final 
preparations for the Nixon visit. 
In the past, advance trips of 
this 
type 
normally 
have 
preceded presidential journeys 
by, at most, a few weeks. 
Nixon must be in Washington 
in early November to greet 
India’s prime minister, Indira 
Ghandi. He also has a Nov. 9 
commitment to attend one of 
nearly two dozen Republican 
fund-raising dinners to be held 
around the country. 
As of now, Nixon’s public 
schedule after Nov. 9 is blank. 
Precedents would point strongly 
toward a China visit later next 
month. However, no American 
president ever has gone to the 
Chinese mainland and, after 
nearly a quarter century of only 
roundabout contact between the 
two countries, past practices 
might prove deceiving in this 
case. 
Kissinger is due back in the 
United States about Oct. 25 and 
has said an announcement of 
dates for the Nixon trip will 
follow soon hereafter.

Valderrama of the Philippines, 
suggested that the Church’s 
administration of its property 
sometimes

cumulation 
of 
wealth 
that 
causes 
identification 
of 
the 
Church 
with 
the 
rich 
and 
powerful, while reducing her 
credibility when she does speak 
out against injustice and to 
promote justice.” 
The report called for 
the 
Church to sweep the dirt from its 
own house and to take prompt 
action instead of retreating into 
lofty rhetoric. 


“We’re not looking for first aid 
but for strong medicine, and, if 
need be. preventive surgery,” 
the report said. 
It also urged a searching 
study of the pay, benefits and 
working 
conditions 
for 
the 
Church’s own employes and of 
the Church’s 
restrictions on 
freedom of speech and thought 
among its members. 
Archbishop Alberto’s report 
charged 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
nations 
with 
exploiting 
the 
developing 
nations 
economically and assailed all 
economic, cultural and political 
domination of weaker nations by 
stronger ones. 
The paper also declared that: 
— All racial and ideological 
discrimination 
must 
be 
eliminated so the 
poor can 
progress 
and 
become 
more 


productive.

Aid 
given 
by 
wealthy 
nations to poor ones should be 
considered a responsibility and 
not just “ charity.” 
— Only

world.”

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Danger Lurks In That Direction 


Corning resident Louis Blenkush commented in a letter to the 
Daily News that “in the foreseeable future welfare recipients, their 
descendants and their friends can vote this state into bankruptcy.” 
That’s not a new warning, but it is not one to be taken lightly. 
Danger does lurk in that direction. 


Only two alternatives present themselves. One is to confine the 
vote to those above some specified taxpaying level — or maybe 
arrange it like a stock company: so much taxes, so many votes. A 
kind of reversal of the one man, one vote idea. 


The other is to have fewer welfare recipients, or more properly 
speaking, fewer persons at poverty level. Presumably, it would do 
no good just to deny them welfare aid. Not as long as they still have 
a vote. It has to be one or the other. Have fewer poor people, or 
don’t let them vote. 


We can’t expect to preserve a representative republic such as 
ours was planned to be if the majority of the people in it have 
almost none of the wealth. It is doubtful, too, if even just an 
adequate income for the majority of people will keep everything on 
even keel. There is good reason to believe that can only be main­ 
tained if large numbers of persons own property — particularly 
land. 


That is the sort of nation we have had in the past. There is no 
assurance that the political and economic practices that worked 
with that kind of nation will work with something radically dif­ 
ferent. As long as this is a land of opportunity, as long as a man can 
hope to gain independence, as long as he is himself a taxpayer or 
hopes to become one, then he is not likely to vote the state or the 
nation into bankruptcy. 


Freeways In Deep Trouble

Freeway development in California has just about reached the 
end of the rainbow. . . vast projects programmed with half-vast 
ideas are running into trouble with the people. 


Two freeway projects were cancelled in the State Legislature 
this year, and lawmakers are seeking ways to divert gasoline tax 
revenues to plan and build high-speed rapid transit systems. 
Chances are that ecology-minded legislators will make efforts to 
reduce the planned freeway load even more next year. Highway 
planners once wanted to build 12,500-miles of freeway, mostly in 
urban centers, and link all communities of 5,000 residents or more. 


With the increase of motor vehicle transportation, these con­ 
crete expressways are obsolete before they are built. The state has 
dropped several suggested routes without any opposition from 
homeowners. Cricits say that “freeways tend to polarize 
development along their routes creating millions of dollars for real 
estate speculators but millions of problems for people.” 
Senator James Wedworth (D-Hawthorne) made this point: “It 
is futility at best to continue to divide cities, create ghettoes and 
uproot people through creation of additional freeways.” 
There’s no question about it... future freeways are in deep trouble.

process of aging, and there­ 
fore occur most often in the 
elderly. 
Atherosclerosis can be con­ 
sidered a form of arterior- 
sclerosis that occurs in rela­

ary heart attacks. 
This form is thought to be 
metabolic in origin, in other 
words, 
related 
to 
high 
fat 
diets, 
and 
increased choles­ 
terol in the blood. 
Much scientific work has 
shown the positive relation­ 
ship between diet, obesity, and 
atherosclerosis.

commitments around the world. 
It is not so much that 
this 
reduces our power militarily to 
a dangerous level as* it is that it 
erodes the faith other nations 
have that we are strong enough 
to do something should a crisis 
arise. 
“When I went to Asia, I found 
that they said, ‘You can’t do 
anything, really, if a pinch 
comes, because you are with­ 
drawing.’ In the same way, 
when we sometimes appear to 
be retreating before the Soviets 
in some other areas, this erodes 
the world’s confidence that the 
United States will really do what 


it says it will do. 
“Frankly it scares me.” 
Agnew’s statement coincides 
with backroom warnings from 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff that 
military cutbacks have been too 
deep. 
For two decades, the U. S. has 
been geared to fight two wars in 
the same time, one in Europe 
and one in Asia, plus a smaller, 
limited 
action 
elsewhere. 
President Nixon has ordered a 
cutback 
from the 2Vfe war 
strategy to a 1»¿ war strategy. 
This has brought some sharp 
reductions. 
The Joint Chiefs have com­ 
plained that our forces have 
been weakened but are still 
strung out. They have urged that 
the armed forces be bolstered. 
The 
President’s 
strategy, 
however, is to consolidate U. S. 
forces. He would like to with­ 
draw 
them 
gradually 
from 
Southeast Asia, South Korea, 
Japan and Western Europe. He 
hopes to maintain U. S. com­ 
mitments to our allies by sup­ 
plying them with the military 
hardware they will need to 
defend themselves. 


It is upsetting to some White 
House aides, therefore, to have 
Agnew 
complaining 
about 
“steadily 
withdrawing 
from 
commitments 
around 
the 
world.” 
What 
makes 
Agnew’s 
remarks to Drury all the more 
surprising, according to those 
who have sat in on the secret 
strategy sessions, is that he has 
raised no objections to the 
President’s 
cutbacks 
and 
pullbacks. Agnew has always 
been steadfast in his support of 
the President. 
Even in his talk with Drury, 
the Vice President loyally tried 
to turn the blame away from 
Nixon. 
“How do you explain why the 
President appears to be with­ 
drawing our power around the 
world?” asked the novelist. 
“He’s in a hell of a position,” 
replied Agnew. “He has the 
press and the media and the 
liberals 
and 
the 
academic 
community and all the rest after 
him all the time. He is forced to 
take that into account.” 
But it’s the President, not his 
critics, who has authored the 
pull-back policy. And some of 
the President’s aides are highly 
annoyed with Agnew.

TV Cameras In A Juvenile Courtroom 


WICHITA, Kan. (AP) — The 
17-year-old 
girl 
had 
been 
charged with being a runaway, 
being 
incorrigible, 
and 
shoplifting. As she pleadea with 
the judge to let her return home, 
television cameras recorded the 
hearing for broadcast later. 
The 
departure 
from 
the 
normal court 
reluctance 
to 
disclose details of juvenile cases 
was 
authorized 
by 
Judge 
Michael Corrigan of Sedgwick 
County Juvenile Court as part of 
his quest for new methods to 
replace past efforts that he says 
have had very little deterrent 
effect. 
“If we as juvenile judges, and 
juvenile courts, are going to 
have any effect in the future,” 
he reasons, “It’s time we direct 
our attention to methods that 
might change the attitudes of 
young people who might be in 
trouble.” 
I 
Allowing 
the 
television 
cameras and microphones into 
his courtroom last month was^ 
the latest step in a program he 
began about a year ago to giyfe 
the news media access, under 
certain restrictions, to material 
from his court. His search for 
new methods also includes a 
program to build up a corps of 
250 volunteer probation coun­ 
selors. 
Names 
of 
juveniles 
are 


sometimes withheld in reporting 
cases from the court, but for the 
televised case the girl’s name 
was used and cameras were 
allowed to show a front view of 
her. 
Crews from 
KAKE-TV in 
Wichita filmed both the pretrial 
hearing and a 
later court 
session to determine disposition 
of her case. The material was 
then telecast during a Sunday 
night news program. 
Corrigan granted the girl’s 
request to return home with her 
mother, with the understanding 
that both mother and daughter 
would undergo counseling by a 
court-appointed 
psychiatrist. 
Corrigan says the regular 
presence of television cameras 
in the courtroom might tempt 
lawyers, the parties involved or 
judges themselves to “play to 
the cameras, and this would 
certainly 
compromise 
the 
judicial process.” 
But the 34-year-old father of 
three says favorable reaction to 
the televising of the girl’s case 
has led him to consider some 
additional televised coverage, 
particularly in cases involving 
drugs, where he believes public 
awareness is critical. 
“The public should be able to 
know the philosophy of the court 
and the methods used by the 
judge,” he explains. 


“I believe this exposure is a 
system of checks and balances 
on the judge and the court.. . . 
and I believe this is something 
the people should have. This 
filming was an educational 


process — to bring the people 
into the court and make them a 
part of the court. Only through 
this graphic presentation can I 
arouse the 
interest of the 
public.”

But the content is 
waste and special interest. The 
truly poor would be better off if 
we erected fewer slush funds in 
their name.”

From 
there on Briles won nine straight and finished with a 14-5 record to 
lead the Cardinals (Ya see Bob, he was a Cardinal, after all) m the 
World Series and beat Boston by a 2-1 score. 


Briles came back to be what appeared to be a fixture with the 


Cards winning 19 in 1969 and 15 a year later.

The Viet Cong ambushed a 
company of militia and combat 
police who were rushing to 
reinforce a militia outpost under 
attack in Kien Thien, about 150 
miles south of Saigon. 
Two militiamen were killed 
and two were wounded at the 
outpost; and four of the rein­ 
forcements were wounded in 
addition to the nine killed.

for more men and equipment to 
battle a wind-driven brush fire 
burning out of control in rugged 
terrain in the Sequoia National 
Forest, the U. S. Forest Service 
said. 


"We're talking about a fire 


over 2,500 acres now," Forest 
Service spokesman Bob Hull 
said today. 


"There's no prediction of 


containment and we are or- 
dering all the men we can. 
We've got a big one."

from the Santa Barbara County 
area into the Sequoia National 
forest about 120 miles tc the 
northeast. 
The Santa Barbara fire killed 


four men and blackened 16,000 
acres before it was contained 
Wednesday.

won't be considered controlled 
until all remaining hot spots are 
put out. 


The Kern County blaze began 


possibly from a camper's fire, 
officials said. The Santa Bar- 
bara blaze is believed to have 
been started by arson 


Fire fighters are being backed 


by 
borate 
bombers 
and 


helicopters, but pilots said winds 
made flying dangerous 
and 


caused 
drops 
of 
chemical 


retardants to fall off target. 


The blaze broke out Tuesday, 


and, in its early stages, spread 
as burning Yucca plants rolled 
down steep banks leaving trails 
of flame.

A Clearer Day

As we read the newspapers and listen to news reports, we are struck by the frequency of 
certain Words such as inflexible, intransigent, bitter, stiffening resistance, unbending, unrelen­ 
ting. Is not this the real pollution in the world? Is it not hatred, malice, bitterness, unforgiveness 
that is fouling our atmosphere, clouding our vision, dulling our hearing, and poisoning the stream 
of world thought? 
Sometimes the solution looks impossible. But Christ Jesus taught his followers to have faith in 
God. “All things, whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer,” he said, “believing, ye shall receive” 
(Matthew 21:22). 
Christian Science shows that when we expose error to the sunlight of God, divine Truth, it is 
destroyed. This is the chemicalization that is taking place in the world today, and which must 
continue to take place in the world’s consciousness. 


Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder of Christian Science, defines “river” in 
“Science and Health with Key to the Scriptures” (p. 593): “Channel of thought. When smooth and 
unobstructed, it typifies the course of Truth; but muddy, foaming, and dashing, it is a type of 
error.” 
It is this fermentation of error — selfishness, immorality, sensuality — that is going on in 
world thought. It appears as strife, warfare, rebellion, family breakdown. 
In her “Miscellaneous Writings” Mrs. Eddy write (p.79), “All those mortal beliefs will be 
purged and dissolved in the crucible of Turth, and the places once knowing them will know them 
no more forever, having been swept clean by the winds of history.” 
A student of Christian Science proved this for herself in a practical way. She had to drive to a 
large city in order to meet her husband, and then drive some distance after that. Soon after 
leaving her home in a smog-free area, she was enveloped with a dark, dreary blanket of smog. She 
declared, “I love this area, and I’m not going to accept any suggestion of error as part of it.” She 
was grateful for the freeways that would enable them to make the lengthy trip in one day. All the 
way her thought was filled with the atmosphere of love and gratitude. She became more and more 
conscious of God’s spiritual, perfect universe, of which no error or pollutant could be a part. 
As it turned out, her trip into the city was one of the most pleasant in her memory. She was 
conscious only of tho atmosphere of divine Love. Her view of the lovely mountains was unob­ 
structed, undimmed, by any hint of smog or impurity. To her view it was indeed a clear day, a 
beautiful day, God’s day. 
Selfishness and hatred, the real pollutants of our atmosphere, can be dissolved bv an in­ 
creased understanding of God, divine Love. Thus we can obey God’s command as given to Moses 
to “not pollute the land” (Numbers 35:33).

Nellie Briles’ 
Black Friday 


GARY MORTENSON 
Pittsburgh Derails Birds—One Up 


How about that Nelson Kelly Briles in the World Series? 
Not too bad for a local-grown lad, I’d say. Robert Kennedy, 
erstwhile Sports Editor who got “kicked upstairs” a few years 
back, goofed just a little yesterday while pinch-hitting for me when 
he said Briles went to Corning High School. 
The Briles family actually moved to Butte County before he got 
his pitching arm in shape in the early grades at Coming Elemen­ 
tary. 
His brothers, Ray and Bob, did go to Corning High, however, 
and his mom worked at Crane Mills’ box factory for 13 years before 
it was closed down. 
Ray Crane, an avid booster of sports and a friend of the Briles 
family, wasn’t home when I phoned last night, but his wife said that 
his family is mostly based in the Sacramento area, where the 
musically-inclined brothers have a combo that plays regularly at 
the Gold Medallion Room at Cal Expo, a pretty swanky place. The 
name of the group. The Rayobobs, what else? 
Nellie’s high school days were spend at Chico High School and 
he eventually found himself at Santa Clara College near Stockton, 
which was going great guns in baseball circles those days. 
Briles staff mate was a boy by the name of Bob Garibaldi, who 
the Giants liked well enough to offer a $125,000 pact to ink. Briles 
had always dreamed of playing for the San Francisco ballclub, so 
they were big enough to wave a miserly $15,000 in front of him. 
That wasn’t going to be the last mistake for the Gaints, 
however. 
Several years later, another Northern California hurler was 
drawing rave notices. The year was 1964, and a chunky-faced 10th 
grader came to Red Bluff with his Oroville legion teammates and 
— get this — struck out 23 batters. If you haven’t already guessed, 
his name was Gary Nolan. 
By 1966, when he was graduated, Nolan was a legend around 
his high school, where he was most valuable for four straight years, 
and on Joe Hottinger’s Legion club, where he hit over .400 in ad­ 
dition to his pitching chores and led Post No. 95 to four district 
titles. 
When the player draft came around, the Giants couldn’t see 
him, but the Cincinnati Reds were elated to find him available as 
they picked 12th that season, signing him two days after 
graduation. 
Nolan came back a mere year later, to strike out 15 Giants in a 
single game, including four fans by Willie Mays. Some revenge. 
But we drifted away from Briles, who recovered from the 
shock of the Giants’ puny offer to sign with St. Louis for a 50 thou 
bonus. 
Laboring in the bullpen, Briles first got his starting chance in 
1967 when Bob Gibson broke his shinbone. That was July. From 
there on, Briles won nine straight and finished with a 14-5 record to 
lead the Cardinals (Ya see Bob, he was a Cardinal, after all) in the 
World Series and beat Boston by a 2-1 score. 
Briles came back to be what appeared to be a fixture with the 
Cards, winning 19 in 1969 and 15 a year later. 
Assorted problems plagued him last year, but Briles was a 
happy man and he and his wife Mary planned a new party to 
celebrate the couple’s sixth wedding anniversary and the new St. 
Louis home they just purchased. 
That was to be Saturday, Jan. 30 of this year. 
The day before, Briles was in the general manager Bing 
Devine’s office for a chat when Bing answered the phone, listened 
for a while, then answered “you’vegot a deal.” 
Devine handed the phone to an unsuspecting Briles and said 
“Here, say hello to your new employers!” He might as well as 
kicked him in the teeth. 
But Nellie’s “Black Friday” had just begun. On his way home, 
he found it difficult to figure out just what to say to his wife. He 
never got a chance, because she met him at the door and told him 
that Kathy, their youngest daughter, had an enlarged bone growth 
in her cheek that was penetrating her tear duct and the doctor 
advised surgery to save her eyesight. 
Not knowing where to turn, Briles phoned his good friend and 
teammate, Joe Torre. “Joe isn’t here,” said his wife tearfully. It 
seems Torre’s father had died that morning and Joe had flown back 
to Brooklyn. 
Moments later, his own phone rang. It was one of his 
Sacramento brothers. “My wife has developed acute pancreatitis, 
I’m going to the hospital.” It was no joke, because one other 
relative had already died from it. 
On the way out, his brother tripped on the front porch and broke 
his ankle. 
It was a day to forget. 
Yesterday in the eighth inning, after receiving a standing 
ovation from the partisan Pittsburgh fans, tears could be seen 
streaming down Briles’ cheeks. 
You had to know he was a happy guy again.

out against injustice and to 
promote justice." 


The report called for the 


Church to sweep the dirt from its 
own house and to take prompt 
action instead of retreating into 
lofty rhetoric. 


"We're not looking for first aid 


but for strong medicine, and, if 
need be, preventive surgery," 
the report said 


It also urged a searching 


study of the pay, benefits and 
working 
conditions for 
the 


Church's own employes and of 
the Church's restrictions on 
freedom of speech and thought 
among its members.

involved. On one occasion we 
were not aware of the violation 
until we received notification 
that the boy did not appear in 
court on a particular date. When 
we told him, he said he had 
forgotten about it. 


Because 
of my 
husband's 


"connections," none of the of- 
fenses results in convictions. 
My husband justifies the fixing 
by saying our insurance rates 
would soar if the boy were found 
guilty. In each instance he was 
severely reprimanded by his 
father, grounded for a brief 
period and not permitted to 
drive either of the cars. He

without complaint. 


I have always opposed my 


husband's protecting the boy, 
but I was overruled. Now I see 
signs in our two younger sons 
that they expect their dad to 
cover for them as he did for their 
older brother. What do you say?

"protect" their sons in this way 
do them no favor. I abhor such 
shenanigans. Had the boy been 
allowed to take his lumps the 
first time, I can promise you he 
would not have had six ad- 
ditional arrests.

time you did (1939), and we have

Danger Lurks In That Direction 


Corning resident Louis Blenkush commented in a letter to the 


Daily News that "in the foreseeable future welfare recipients, their 
descendants and their friends can vote this state into bankruptcy." 
That's not a new warning, but it is not one to be taken lightly. 
Danger does lurk in that direction. 


Only two alternatives present themselves. One is to confine the 


vote to those above some specified taxpaying level — or maybe 
arrange it like a stock company: so much taxes, so many votes. A 
kind of reversal of the one man, one vote idea. 


The other is to have fewer welfare recipients, or more properly 


speaking, fewer persons at poverty level. Presumably, it would do 
nogood just to deny them welfare aid. Not as long as they still have 
a vote. It has to be one or the other. Have fewer poor people, or 
don't let them vote. 


We can't expect to preserve a representative republic such as 


ours was planned to be if the majority of the people in it have 
almost none of the wealth. It is doubtful, too, if even just an 
adequate income for the majority of people will keep everything on 
even keel. There is good reason to believe that can only be main- 
tained if large numbers of persons own property — particularly 
land. 


That is the sort of nation we have had in the past. There is no 


assurance that the political and economic practices that worked 
with that kind of nation will work with something radically dif- 
ferent. As long as this is a land of opportunity, as long as a man can 
hope to gain independence, as long as he is himself a taxpayer or 
hopes to become one, then he is not likely to vote the state or the 
nation into bankruptcy. 


Freeways In Deep Trouble

Freeway development in California has just about reached the 


end of the rainbow. . . vast projects programmed with half-vast 
ideas are running into trouble with the people. 


Two freeway projects were cancelled in the State Legislature 


this year, and lawmakers are seeking ways to divert gasoline tax 
revenues to plan and build high-speed rapid transit systems. 
Chances are that ecology-minded legislators will make efforts to 
reduce the planned freeway load even more next year. Highway 
planners once wanted to build 12,500-miles of freeway, mostly in 
urban centers, and link all communities of 5,000 residents or more. 


With the increase of motor vehicle transportation, these con- 


crete expressways are obsolete before they are built. The state has 
dropped several suggested routes without any opposition from 
homeowners 
Cricits say that "freeways tend to polarize 


development along their routes creating millions of dollars for real 
estate speculators but millions of problems for people. 


Senator James Wedworth (D-Hawthorne) made this point: "It 


is futility at best to continue to divide cities, create ghettoes and 
uproot people through creation of additional freeways. 
There's no question about it... future freeways are in deep trouble.

Secretary John Connally met 
privately in a secluded Smoky 
Mountains lodge with some of 
America's most potent cor- 
porate panjandrums exactly one 
week before President Nixon's 
wage-price freeze.

Guard Base outside Knoxville on 
Aug. 7 About the same time, 
several sleek Gulfstream Us 
rolled in at Cherokee Aviation, 
the civilian facility just across 
the airport from the base. 


From 
these 
carpeted 


executive jets stepped John 
Harper, the folksy, capable boss 
of ALCOA, one of America's 
industrial 
giants. 
Another 


arrival was Baxter Goodrich, 
the new chairman of Texas 
Eastern Pipeline. 


Still other titans of industry 


stepped from their gleaming 
jets. Among them, said wit- 
nesses, were executives from 
Standard Oil and U. S. Steel. By 
the time the moneyed men had 
assembled, 
there 
were $12 


million worth of corporate jefe 
parked at Cherokee Aviation 


Connally 
and 
the moguls 


climbed into expensive cars and 


sped southward toward the 
dusky Smokies near Chilhowee, 
Tenn., where ALCOA maintains 
a richly paneled "rustic" lodge 
for secret discussions. 


So carefully concealed from 


the public was the conference 
and its guest list that ALCOA 
spokesman 
II. 
T. McDade 


refused to say where the lodge 
was located. 


"I don't think ALCOA would 


want these men's names ban- 
died about," huffed McDade, 
who then refused even to spell 
his own name. 


At 
Cherokee 
Aviation, 


manager Don Strunk had also 
been struck dumb. "It's none of 
my business who flies in and out 
of this airport. I was told to hush 
up," he said nervously. Strunk 
wouldn't say who silenced him. 


INSIDE INFORMATION? 


Throughout 
the 
weekend, 


Connally talked earnestly with 
the industrialists. One report 
has it that he briefed them on the 
forthcoming wage-price freeze, 
information 
worth 
countless 


millions to their corporations. 


At the Treasury, a spokesman 


"categorically" denied wage- 
price freeze information was 
passed to the industrialists. He 


acknowledged warily that the 
economy 
was 
discussed 
in 


general terms. 


From participants, we have 


learned that Connally discussed 
the economic outlook, confided 
his own views on economic 
controls and spoke of foreign 
investments, 
overseas 


marketing and the difficulties of 
foreign operations by American 
firms. 
Significantly, 
his 


economic views were adopted 
by President Nixon a week later. 


One participant said it was 


"mostly social." 


On Sunday, Aug. 8, the con- 


vivial weekend broke up and the 
corporate bigwigs boarded their 
high-priced private jets, left the 
cool, clear air of the Smokies 
and flew home, prseumably to 
use the wisdom they had learned 
to mint more profits. 


Connally 
himself 
flew 
to 


Texas for a vacation from which 
he was shortly recalled by 
President Nixon for the formal 
announcement of the wage-price 
freeze.

"When I went to Asia, I found

In the same way, 
when we sometimes appear to 
be retreating before the Soviets 
in some other areas, this erodes 
the world's confidence that the 
United States will really do what 


it says it will do. 


"Frankly it scares me."

Consumer Protection 
Plan Recommended 


By CARL C. CRAFT 
WASHINGTON (AP)— 
President Nixon’s 
consumer 
aide, pointing to the House seal 
of approval, is recommending 
that the Senate buy a consumer- 
protection plan containing what 
promoters promise will be a 
triple treat for the public. 
But consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader’s 
hard-core 
House 
loyalists, failing Thursday in 
their widely advertised attempt 
to expand the scope of a 
proposed 
new 
consumer- 
protection agency’s activities, 
urged their Senate sympathizers 
to inspect the fine print in the 
legislative product. 
The House’s 344-44 passage of 
the bill essentially in the same 
form offered by the Government 
Operations Committee 
was 
applauded by Virginia Knauer, 
President 
Nixon’s 
special 
assistant for consumer affairs, 
as “an important victory for all 
consumers. 
“This landmark legislation 
...will provide the consumer 
effective 
representation 
on 
matters that affect his health, 
his safety and his pocketbook. 
The wide margin of support 
reflects the judgment of the 
House that the committee bill is 
a strong measure and refutes 
the contrary claims of the few 
remaining 
critics,” 
Mrs. 
Kauner said. 
But Nader said the House 
action means no strong bill will 
be passed by Congress this year. 
Rep. Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D- 


N.Y., leader of the Nader forces, 
called the legislation a skillfully 
designed 
deception. 
“Mediocrity and compromise 
won out over excellence and 
courage,” Rosenthal said. “It 
was a victory for the Nixon 
administration 
and 
an­ 
ticonsumer special interests.” 
Committee Chairman Chet 
Holifield, D-Calif., upheld on all 
controversial 
issues 
in 
his 
frequently 
bitter 
arguments 
with those who sought to either 
strengthen 
or 
weaken 
his 
panel’s 
bill, 
insisted 
the 
legislation 
is 
effective and 
balanced by safeguards. 


The bill is a three-part affair- 
creating 
a 
new 
consumer- 
protection agency, giving legal 
underpinning 
to 
the 
White 
House’s Office of Consumer 
Affairs, and setting up a 15- 
member 
consumer 
advisory 
council. The new agency would 
represent consumers in actions 
conducted by 
other federal 
agencies and—in certain cir­ 
cumstances—before the courts. 


Similar legislation passed the 
Senate last year but died on a tie 
vote in the House Rules Com­ 
mittee. 
The bill is “for consumer 
advocacy. It does not set up 
another regulatory 
agency,” 
Holifield said. “The bill is 
designed to ‘insure that the 
consumer’s voice will be heard, 
and his interests protected, in 
proceedings before the existing 
regulatory agencies.”
